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REMARKS 


1, Keeskemet lagy Bugae (¥ 6/N 95). At 2:30 p.m. on 10 October 1952, three 


siplanes with radial enfines were parked at Keeskenet Jagy Bugae airfield, 
next to the barracks installation north of Izsalci road, Five Soviet soldiers 
were observed near the planes. A biplane coming from tho north landed at 
the field. 


2. A Soviet troop trein consisting of 3 passenger cars, 1) freight cars and 
gondola cars, loaded with sour trucks » stood on track 10 at the Keeskenet 
railroad station. About 09 Soviet soldiers and 15 to 20 women in uniforn, 
all wearing black-Lordered blue onaulets 9 Were observed nearby. Apvarently

Retween 9 aen. and 5 noms on 13 September, 
25x vzekesienervar~Sosto airfield was observed sast of the Szekesfehervar 
Renueloeter railroad ston near the sirfiel ; waS a larze area covered with 
trees in the middle of which was a group of buildings surrounded by a barbed 
fence. Two or three larger hangars could be identified in the southern section 
of sroup of tuildings. An entrance to the field was northeast of the Tac 
railroad stopping nlace. The sentry posted there wore green epaulets, In the southern 
ecrner of the field, there were four hangars three of which were built together. 
About 50 laborers were engaged in construction work on these three hangars. ‘iest 
of the hangars, there was a group of buildings. A fueling voint of tyo or 
three punps was located in the southeastern and northwestern sections of this 
groupe Zach pump had a corrugated rubLer hose about 10 em in diameter, which 
was attached by a large screw fastener to a mast, alout 3 meters high and 
fitted with a lamp. North of the fuel dump in the southeastern corner of the 
group of buildings, there were three earth bunkers » each 10 x 10 x about 2 
meters. About fifty 200-liter barrels were stored in ai open shed in the 
southern section of the field,

nortimgst, circled ovor the field and then headed nortiwest. The sky was 
aostly; cloudy, the cloud iase being at an altitude of up to 1,909 moters, 
Tiere vas a lisht wind from various directions. It was occasionally sunny. 
ane aircraft observed were low-wing uionoovlanes with radial enzines, 
Dloxi-lass cabias and retractable landing years. They were narked by a 
redewiite-creen cockade on a red Soviet star painted on the sidea of the 
Luselaze. About 32 Hungarian soldisrs were observed between the buildings. 
‘fo aircraft vere parked on the landiny field or nearby. The interior of 
the hangars could not be observed. About 600 meters west of the fields, 
there were two transmitter towers, each about 80 meters hizh, of the 
transmitting station in Saekesfehervar, The two towers belonzed to the airfield. 


Comment. The resorted location of the_small landin~ fielé west of

omeat, The dispatch of persomiel observed on 10 Ietober 1952, is 
orobablzy comected with the transfer of personnel at the Parndorf and 
“enor Noustadt airfields. The resorted strength of the unit may indicate 
that the train carried the sround versonnel of a Soviet rectiment,

details asree with orevious information. According to these statements, the 
landing field is located between two groups of tuildines which are on the 
aorthern ami southern edges of the field. The construction work on hangars 
ani builcinzs progressed well when commared with previous revorts, 
evertheless, the airfield will be of inor importance because of its size 
and t.e fact that it is not provided with runways or taxiways, The Mungarian 
traininz detachment of recruits and the Hungarian Air Force unit which were 
oreviously believed to be stationed at the field could aot be observed. 

The resorted service color worn by the sentry at the barriar is incomzlete. 


Accordiag t> previous resorts, white=-bordered green epaulets are worn by 
Yangarian parachute uits.[ ___ijasa not observe any aircraft or. 

the field it is possible that soma nlanes are sarked in the northern hanzars. 
It is further possible that the recruit training units conducted field traininz 
in the eastern section of the field which could not be obsorved, According 

to a rough sketch which is not forwarded, the aircraft observed over the 

field possibly ‘vere. 18-98.
